Budget Speech (2009/2010) 


Hon. Mayor, Cllr D. Japtha 


Councillors, officials, ladies and gentlemen! 

It gives me great pleasure to table this municipal budget for the next three financial years. It would be an 
oversight on my part if I do not refer to the timing of this document in the light of the economic recession 
that our country finds itself facing. This budget is tabled at a time that economic output is not only slowing, 
but almost halting in certain sectors, with excruciating consequences for both employed and unemployed. 
Our municipality will not escape the effects of this recession. 

This budget attempts to consider and contend with the following realities of the global and local economies: 

• Global and local slowdown in the economy 

• The effect on the demand for municipal services 

• Employment levels and household income 

• The ability of ratepayers to pay for services 

• The availability of free basic services to the poor 

• The scarcity of credit and it's impact on borrowing 

The implication of the above is that we will have to manage revenue streams more efficiently, support local 
economic development, secure our assets and expedite spending on projects funded by conditional grants. 

Guiding principles 

The Camdeboo Budget remains one that seeks to protect the poor and build the capacity of the institution to 
provide basic services to its people. In this regard the poor is further protected against electricity increases 
by the fact that electricity sales to the indigent will only raise by 20% instead of the 34% proposed. 

The supply of quality basic services to all the people of the Camdeboo will stay a priority for the Council. 

This we aim to do by maintaining sustainable debt levels and by ensuring quality infrastructure that can 
handle the expected growth of the municipality. 

Challenges to budget process 

This budget document is tabled at a time that we still await the finalization of the salary negotiations in the 
Local Government Bargaining Chamber. The uncertainty that emanates from this alone, leaves much to be 
desired. 

The introduction of Gamap/Grap in the coming financial year, has implications for the funding of the 2009- 
2010 budget in that the unbundling of funds from the previous accounting regime has the effect of freezing 
all investments until provision has been made for certain prescribed funds. 

The provisionary valuation roll was only received on Tuesday, 26 May 2009. Initial modelling showed that in 
spite of huge increases to property values, the municipality may succeed in keeping the payable rates 
affordable by reducing the rate per rand value. It remains a priority to keep rates and services reasonable, 
especially during these times. 



Budget assumptions 


The following assumptions, among others, are made in the Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework: 

• That salary increases will be around 10%, given the headline CPI inflation of around 10.8% in 
2008/2009

• That electricity tariffs will continue to increase sharply over the MTREF 

• The revenue collection rate will not decline beyond the provision for bad debt 


Implementation of the Municipal Property Rates Act 

All municipalities are required in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act (Act no. 6 of 2004) to have a 
general valuation of all properties within its boundaries before 1 July 2009. Although the process has been 
held up through processes beyond our control, the municipality is determined to complete its mandate 
without compromising the rights of property owners. Preliminary discussions with some owners of 
agricultural properties confirmed that enough goodwill exist to conclude this major project with as little 
discomfort as possible. 

Now that we have a proposed rate to be approved by Council, one can clearly see the extent to which the 
administration accommodated the views highlighted in discussion forums. 

Residential: 0.5c in the R 
Business: Ic in the R 

Agricultural: 0.1875c In the R (phased-in) 

State-owned: Ic in the R 
Rebates to be as per policy 


Details of the Budget 

The total budget for the 2009/10 increases from R112m in 2008/09 to R131m. 

Employment-related (R43,6m) spending is at 33% of the total budget and 42% of the Operating budget - a 
ratio that came down from the previous year and that is managed on a continuous basis with the aim of 
reducing it to 35% or below. 

Bulk purchases increased sharply from R14,lm in the last budget to R25m in the next year - mainly due to 
the sharp increase in electricity cost. 

Although spending on repairs and maintenance (R3,6m) is low relative to the need, some of the capital 
spending relates to the maintenance or replacement of electricity and water assets. 



Most capital spending relates to ensuring the health of our asset base. R16,6m of the total capital budget of 
is spend on electricity, water and sanitation infrastructure. R28m of this capital expenditure is funded by 
national grants. 

Tariffs generally increase by 8%, while electricity increases by 34%. Tariffs like water and sanitation are 
heavily impacted upon by the cost of electricity.
